NFL star had brain disease 


Junior Seau, the 12- 
time Pro Bowl line- 
backer who killed 
himself last year, suf- 
fered from the same 
debilitating brain dis- 
ease diagnosed in at 
least two other former 
NFL defensive players 
who also committed suicide, a study released 
Thursday revealed. 

Seau, 43, died in May after shooting him- 
self in the chest at his beachfront house in 
his hometown of Oceanside, Calif He played 
mostly for the San Diego Chargers during his 
20 -year NFL career. 

A study of Seau’s brain by a team of inde- 


pendent researchers found he suffered from 
chronic traumatic encephalopathy, or CTE, 
likely brought on by two decades of blows to 
the head as a football player, according to the 
report. 

CTE can be diagnosed only after death. 

Tissue from his brain was sent to the Na- 
tional Institutes of Health for analysis in July, 
at the request of Seau’s family, amid growing 
concern over the long-term effects of foot- 
ball-related head injuries. 

“The final diagnosis was findings consistent 
with chronic traumatic encephalopathy,” said 
Dr. Russell Lonser, the lead researcher on the 
case. Lonser is chairman of the Department 
of Neurological Surgery at Ohio State Univer- 
sity and led the study of Seau’s brain while he 


LEAGUE RESPONSE

Been there, shot that 


This true story of 
morally questionable, 
mid-20th century 
L. A. cops and their ef- 
forts to rid the city of 
organized crime and 
corruption contains 
so much intrigue, it’s 
a wonder no one’s 
done it before. 

Oops, they 
have. Sixteen years 
after Curtis Hanson’s 
exceptional “L. A. 
Confidential,” the 
silly redundant “Gangster Squad” attempts 
to mine the period for violent pizzazz and 
romantic va-va-voom. Its flair is all posturing, 
its hints of style nothing but hollow tricks. 

That’s because director Ruben Fleischer 
(“Zombieland,” “30 Minutes or Less”) 
seems flustered by genre conventions. Well, 
and because of the dreadful script by first- 
time feature writer Will Beall, adapting 
Paul Lieberman’s book, which chronicles 
Sgt. John O’Mara (Josh Brolin) and his 
“Ocean’s Eleven”-style crew recruited to 
drive vicious crime boss Mickey Cohen 
(Sean Penn) out of town. Helping select 
the gangster squad, who actually do call 
themselves that, is O’Mara’s wife Connie 
(Mireille Enos), who says things like, “You 
need someone with brains to balance the 
brawn” after already advising her veteran 
husband, “The war is over; stop fighting.”

Ryan Gosling (as Jerry, a cop who care- 
lessly cozies up to Mickey Cohen’s gal Grace 
and only wants to fight after his favorite 
shoe-shine boy gets shot) and Emma Stone 
(as Grace) engage in playful banter that 
leads only to an underwritten relationship. 
Stone’s a wonderful, likable actress but she 
has neither the presence nor the curves to 
play the bombshell. The crass, finesse-free 
“Gangster Squad” spends more time on the 
squad (which includes Anthony Mackie, 
Giovanni Ribisi, Michael Pena and Robert 
Patrick) working their case without any 
riveting sequences or complicated moral 
wrinkles to iron out. When Ribisi’s character 
questions what they’re doing, John says it’s 
the only way they can do it, and that’s that. 
The movie merely delivers several opening 
bits of brutality followed by ordinary action 
that makes you want to go back and re-watch 
“The Untouchables” or “L. A. Confidential” 
or “Goodfellas.” 

Reminder: “Gangster Squad” was originally 
set for a September release, but following 
the movie theater tragedy in Aurora, Colo., 
Warner Bros, pulled the film’s trailer— which 
featured a shooting in a movie theater- 
while also postponing the film’s release and 
cutting that scene altogether. That was the 
right move, but almost everything else about 
the film came out wrong.

Theoretically all 
movies are subjective, 
but I suspect feelings 
about Cannes’ top 
prizewinner ‘Amour” 
will be a particular 
matter of taste. 
There’s no doubt 
that it’s an intimate tale of devotion from 
Michael Haneke (“Funny Games,” “Cache”), 
a filmmaker known for patience but not 
edge-less restraint. Georges (Jean-Louis 
Tfintignant) and his wife, Anne (Emmanuelle 
Riva), both retired music teachers in their 
80s, live a comfortable life in Paris. Then all 
of a sudden, like the attempted burglary on 
their apartment, Anne’s mind is invaded. 

She seems to black out, then snap out of it. 
Soon, after his wife officially has had a stroke 
and an operation has failed, Georges begins 
transitioning, with hired help, into continu- 
ous care of a woman who is paralyzed on

who claims hearing them making love when 
she was a kid was reassuring— are nothing 
short of heartbreaking. Riva deserves her 
best actress Oscar nod. 

‘Amour” often looks and hurts like seeing 
real lives in real time. Is that enough? Hones- 
ty gradually becomes simplicity as the film’s 
reality outweighs its insight. Haneke refuses 
to look away from the truth and indigni- 
ties of aging but doesn’t quite uncover new 
ground. It’s as agonizing as but less rewarding 
than ‘Away From Her.” 

He does capture the character of Georges: 
a husband up for it all, be it feeding or diaper- 
changing, doing his best to suppress frustra- 
tion and fear. 

The most chilling question of this slow 
drama might be whether, faced with the end, 
two people who have given their lives to each 
other ultimately act in the interest of them- 
selves or their better halves.

“Oh, you were a part of me,” sings Christo- 
pher Owens near the close of his solo debut, 
“Lysandre.” “That part of me is gone.” 

While it’s clear Owens is singing about a 
girl, he could just as easily be singing about 
Girls, the much-loved indie-rock crew he 
unexpectedly dissolved late last year. In that 
sense, it’s fitting that “Lysandre” often plays 
like a breakup record, packed with quieter, 
more introspective songs and delicate, almost 
fragile instrumentation. 

Owens, 33, even described the band’s split 
the way some might describe the end of a ro- 
mantic relationship. “We wanted to make it 
work, but we couldn’t,” said the current San 
Francisco resident. “Not through any fault on 
either side, but because it wasn’t right.” 

In a recent phone interviev^ the musician dis- 
cussed the difficulty of pulling the plug on Girls, 
his formidable pingpong skills and the one 
thing he hopes people understand about him. 

Is there a different sense of anticipation 
with this album since your name is directly 
attached to it? 

I’ve had that with every album, but there is 
a little bit of a different feeling this time. I 
guess it’s a bit more of a personal sense of 
anticipation than a group one. 

Do you think this is an album you could have 
made with Girls? Or did you have to strike 
out on your own? 

It could have easily been a Girls album, but it 
does make a little bit more sense presenting 
it as a solo album. Really I think almost all 
of them would have made more sense as solo 
albums. Everything ended up becoming so 
personal. Even the songs on the first [Girls] 
album are so incredibly personal that if they 
had been presented as a solo album it might 
have made a little more sense in a way 

You mention the personal nature of the 
songs, yet you recently told Pitchfork you feel 
like you and your audience are still strangers. 
What’s one thing you wish people could un- 
derstand about you that maybe they don’t?

It’s very possible people do know me more 
than I think. I guess I think I’m just a little 
bit more mature and put together than I’ve 
come across over the years.

I’m going to change, 
and the only way to get the whole story is to 
follow the work over time. 

Was it difficult to pull the plug on Girls? 

It was very difficult. It 
took me about a year 
to even do it. It wasn’t 
something I wanted to 
do, but I’m a lot hap- 
pier now and I had a 
great time making this 
record, so I do feel like 
I did the right thing. It’s 
an emotional thing to 
have to do. You really 
do want to keep work- 
ing with all the same 
people forever. 

You’ve posted a lot about pingpong on your 
Twitter feed in recent days. On a scale of 
one to 10, with 10 being Forrest Gump, how 
would you rate your skills? 

[Laughs.] I’d like to say I’m an eight. I lived 
in Asia until I was lo years old, so I played 
pingpong more than anything else.
